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INTRODUCTION. 


As  every  Association  for  tlic  assistance  and  relief  of  our 
fellow-creatures  is  conunendablc  and  good,  it  is  hoped  the 
NoiiTii  British  Society  of  Halifax  will  be  esteemed  such 
by  all  who  candidly  pursue  the  Rules  of  its  Institution. 

Wlien  people  meet  with  misfortune,  or  fall  into  distress  in 
a  part  of  the  world  remote  from  the  land  of  their  nativity  ihey 
naturally  select  their  countrymen  to  reveal  their  siluation  to 
them.,  and  to  claim  their  aid. 

That  they  might  have  it  '  i  their  power  to  interpose  with 
effect  in  behalf  of  such  claimants,  the  natives  of  Scotland  and 
those  of  Scotch  parentage  in  the  city  of  Halifax,  agreed,  in 
the  year  1768,  to  form  themselves  into  a  charitable  Society. 
The  good  effects  of  their  association  have  now  been  expe- 
nenced  for  105  years,  and  though  the  objects  of  their  charity, 
like  the  contributors  to  it,  have,  according  to  their  fundamen- 
tal principles,  been  North-Britons  only,  and  can,  while  their 
present  Constitution  lasts,  be  no  other,  yet  there  is  nothing 
so  narrow  or  illiberal  in  their  Institution  as  to  indispose  them"^ 
in  their  individual  capacity,  from  acting  up  to  the  principles 
of  universal  charity,  and  joining  with  the  community  at  large, 
m  acts  of  social  or  private  beneficence.

SECTION  I. 

DKSIGNATION    OF    Tllli    SOCIETY:    IT3    SEAL. 

The  iSof'ictfy  slinll  retain  its  prc8cnt  name,  tlint  is, 
— The  jS'oiiTii-BinTisir  Society,  in  Ihdlfax^ 
Nova  Scotia. 

The  Seal  wow  used  hy  the  Society,  viz.,  a  silver 
Seal,  with  a  Thistle  and  (Jrown  entrraved  thereon, 
with  this  motto  :  "  Ne.nw  nie  impfinc  /r^ct'.s-.s'?7," 
shall  be  contijuied,  yiihject  to  the  regulations  here- 
after mentioned. 

SECTION  11. 

OF    MEMBEnS    ANi>    TIIEIU     ijLALIFICATIOXS  :    ELECTION    AND    DI'TIES 

As  the  existence  and  usefulness  of  the  Society 
dej)ends  upon  its  ordinary  members,  what  relates 
to  them  deserves  the  first  consideration. 

Persons    dcsirino-    achnittaiice  into    the  Society 
shall  consist,  first,  of  natives  of  Scotland  ;  secondly,  oniiiar} 'Mem 
of  those  whose  parents  are  or  were  natives  ;  or, 
histlv,  of  those  whose  fathers  or  f;'randfathers  are 
or  were  natives.

Every  person  thus  elected  as  an  ordinary 
member  shall,  at  the  time  of  his  admission, 
subscribe  the  Kiilcs  of  the  Society,  and  pay  into 
the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  a  sum  not  less  than 
four  dollars,  to  be  applied  according  to  the  orders 
and  regulations  hereinafter  specified.

Per])etual  members  shall  consist  of  those  jiersons 
entitled  to  admission  into  this  Society,  Avho  deposit 
in  the  fund  of  charity  a  sum,  the  annual  interest 
of  which  shall  be  at  least  equal  to  the  ordinary 
dues  of  the  foui-  quarterly  meetings,  as  now  estab- 
lished ;  they  shall  always  have  a  right  to  take  part 
in  the  business  of  this  Society,  and  shall,  with 
their  own  consent,  l)e  always  eligible  to  its  ofHces. 

Honorary  members  shall  consist  of  those  persons 
eligil)le  into  the  Society,  who  are  ])assengcrs  and 
soj'ournci's,  rather  than  resident  in  the  city,  or  wlio, 
being  ordinary  members,  may  remove  from  the 
city,  or  of  those  whom,  on  account  of  their  ofKcc 
and  avocations  the  Society  shall  think  j)r(»per  to 
exempt,  though  resident,  from  the  duty  of  ordinary 
attendance,  hi  either  case  they  shall  contribute; 
to  the  funds  of  charity  a  sum  not  less  than  six 
dollars.  The  admission  and  enrolment  of  mem- 
bers of  the  first  description  shall,  as  beretofore, 
be  ^•ested  in  the  officers  of  the  Society,  viz.,  in 
the  President,  Vice-President  and  Assistants. 
And  it  is  to  be  understood  that  if  any  members  of 
the  first  or  second  class  shall  become  i)ermanent 
rcfndcnts  in  the  city,  they  shall  pay  the  same 
annual  contribution  as  ordinary  members  or  othcr- 
wi:^e  shall  cease  to  be  members  of  the  Society.

without  putting  a  vote  ;  to  direct  summonses  for  all 
ordinary  and  extraordinary  general  meetings  ;  and 
to  execute  or  superintend  the  execution  of  all  the 
rules  and  orders  of  the  Society.

If  any  officers  of  this  Society  arc,  by  sickness  or 
otherwise,  necessarily  absent  from  a  regular  meet- 
ing, otlievs  shall  be  called,  for  tlic  time  being,  to 
act  in  their  room  ;  and  if  any  of  the  officers  ha[)pcn 
to  remove  out  of  the  Province  or  to  die  during  tlie 
year  for  which  they  were  elected,  the  members 
assembled  at  the  next  ouartcrl}^  meeting  shall,  as 
upon  the  meeting  in  I^ovembcr,  choose  others  to 
serve  in  their  room  for  tlie  remainder  o^  tlie  year. 

SECTION  V. 

FUNDS    OF    THE     SOCIETY    AM)    Al-PKOrUIATION    TIIEUEOF. 

All  the  money  collected  from  tlie  memb'  "s  or  re- 
ceived l)y  donation  or  otlierwisc,  shall  be  applied  to 
the  best  advantage  for  promoting  the  ends  of  the  In- 
Socie^y^  °^  ^'^'^  stitunvm  ;  and  if,  at  any  time,  there  shall  be  more 
money  in  the  funds  than  present  exigencies  require, 
the  Treasurer  at  the  desire  and  by  the  direction  of 
the  Society  at  any  general  or  quarterly  meeting, 
shall  lend  out  the  same  upon  interest  on  the  credit 
of  the  Province,  or  unexceptionable  personal  secur- 
ity by  bond,  or  by  investment  in  real  estate,  with- 
in the  city  of  Halifax,  by  bond  and  mortgage  ;  this 
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security  to  be  taken  in  the  name  of  the  President 
and  Vice-President  for  the  time  beino;,  and  the 
survivors  of  them,  as  Trustees  for  the  said  Society  ; 
and  in  the  said  instrument  of  security,  it  shall  be 
declared  that  the  same  is  made  in  tr  st  for  the  So- 
ciety, and  the  President  and  Vice-President  shall 
be  parties  to,  and  shall  execute  the  same  in  the 
presence  of  two  witnesses,  and  the  said  security 
shall  be  lodged  with  the  Treasurer  for  the  time  be- 
ing, and  the  mortgage,  if  any,  to  be  duly  recorded. 
Pro^•ided  always,  that  said  President  and  Vice- 
President,  or  either  of  them,  their  heir.s,  executors, 
or  administrators,  shall  at  all  times  subsequent  (on 
being  required  by  the  Society  at  a  general  meeting 
so  to  do)  execute  an  ass'<j:nment  or  a-^siunments  of 
the  .-aid  instruments,  to  their  successors  in  office. 

The  charity  of  the  Society  shall  be  ap])lied  in  the 
following  manner,  viz.,  the  President,  Vice-Presi- 
dent, Avith  the  other  officers  of  the  Society  or  the 
Committee  of  Charity,  shall  have  power  to  draAv 
orders  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  time  beini2\  in  favor 
of  such  poor  or  distressed  persons  as  they  shall 
judge  fit  objects  of  the  Society's  bounty,  which  or- 
ders the  Treasurer  shall  inunedlately  pay,  irrocided 
aliraytt,  that  none  but  those  who  have  the  same 
qualifications  in  regard  to  country  and  parentnge  as 
is  stated  in  the  ride  respecting  admission  of  mem- 
bers, their  widows  and  children,  shall  ever  be 
entitled  to  any  part  of  this  charity.  Prodded  a/ so, 
that  the  sum  so  drawn  for  does  not  exceed  £5  to 
any  one  pci'son,  and  when  £5  are  drawn  by  order 
on  the  Treasurer,  the  said  order  must  be  signed  by 
every  member  of  said  Committee  of  Charity  ;  and, 
to  prevent  impositions  on  said  Committee  of  Char- 
ity in  future,  all  orders  on  the  Treasurer  shall  be 
siiiiicd  by  at  least  three  of  said  Committee  of  Char- 
ity,  when  under  £5. 

As  a  stated  provision  is  made  for  J.ie  resident 
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poor  by  tlie  municipal  laws  of  the  city,  to  whicli  the 
members  of  this  Society  contribute  their  |)r<ij)()rtion 
in  their  ])rivate  capacity  as  citizens,  the  fund  of 
charity  .-hall  be  rather  applied  to  the  relief  and  as- 
sistance of  persons  who  liave  met  witli  sudden  mis- 
fortune, or  who  suffer  by  occasional  distress,  than 
to  continued  allowance  for  the  settled  poor;  but  as 
no  adequate  reii'ulation,  suitable  to  all  times  and 
all  circumstances,  can  be  devised  on  this  subject, 
the  S()ciet\'  shall,  notwithstandinu'  anvthim*'  to  the 
contrnry  in  this  rule,  be  always  free  to  exercise  its 
own  (liscrctioi!  and  humanity  with  rct>'ard  to  it.

Dut  as  it  may  be  expedient  for  members  of  this 
Society  to  remove  in  quest  of  settlement  to  other 
parts  of  ihis  Continent,  where  similar  institutions 
subsist  whose  countenance  and  direction  might  be  of 
great  fv-sistance  to  them,  a  second  form  of  Cei'tifi- 
cate  shall  lie  granted,  upon  application,  to  such 
members  of  this  description  as  the  Society  shall 
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think  worthy  of  the  same,  the  form  whereof  shall 
be  as  follows :

SECTION  VII. 

PROVISION    IN    CASE    OF    TJIE     SICKNESS      AND     DEATH    OP    MEMBEnS. 

In  describing  the  duties  of  the  Committee  of 
Charity,  the  superintcndance  of  the  sick  was  men- 
tioned as  a  part  of  their  charge,  and  as  this  l)ranch  sil^aens^^  "^ 
of  the  Society's  institution  may  be  more  effectually 
managed  by  them,  they  shall,  in  case  of  the  contin- 
uance of  the  sickness  or  the  incapacity  for  business 
of  such  members  as  need  the  Society's  care,  make 
report  thereof  to  the  officers  and  private  members  ; 
and  if  he  or  they  need  assistance  during  the  night, 
the  members  of  the  Society  shall,  upon  the  recom- 
mendiition  of  the  committee,  watch  with  such  sick 
persons,  and  shall,  at  the  Society's  charge,  be  al- 
lowed proper  refreslunent  during  their  watch. 

In  case  of  the  death  of  any  member  needing  such 
aid,  the  funeral  charsies  shall  be  defraved  by  the  So-    in  cases   of 

.  J  J  death 

ciety,  and  such  a  sum  as  circumstances  may  demand 
and  the  funds  allow,  shall  be  given  to  the  widow 
or  the  orphans  of  the  deceased. 

When  the  attendance  of  the  Society  is  requested 
at  the  funeral  of  one  of  its  members,  or  a  country- 
man a  stranger  in  the  place,  the  President  shall 
issue  orders  for  that  purpose ;  and  the  customs  of 
Scotland,  as  far  as  expedient  shall  be  adhered  to 
in  the  procession  on  such  occasions,  and  aa  little 
expense  incurred  as  possible.

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SECTION  VIII.

become  members  of  the  Society  ;  the  member  or 
members  so  introducing  such  visitor  or  visitors,  to 
contribute  towards  the  funds  of  the  Society  the  sum 
of  2s.  ()d.  at  each  of  the  meetings  in  the  months  of 
jMay  and  August,  and  the  sum  of  5s.  in  the  months 
of  November  and  February,  for  each  and  every 
visitor  so  respectively  introduced  at  any  such  meet- 
ings ;  provided,  however,  that  all  and  every  such 
visitor  and  visitors  so  to  be  introduced  as  aforesaid, 
shall  be  precluded  from  taking  any  part  in  the  pro- 
ceedings or  business  of  the  Society. 


The  foregoing  rides  shall  be  deemed  the  funda- 
mental articles  and  regulations  of  the  North-Britisli 
Society,  in  Halifax,  Nova-Scotia,  and  shall  not 
hereafter  be  altered  or  abrogated,  on  any  pretence 
whatever,  otherwise  than  by  consent  of  at  least 
two- thirds  of  the  members  regularly  met  at  any 
(Quarterly  Meeting  in  November ;  provided,  also, 
that  a  Committee  has  been  previously  appointed, 
to  consist  of  at  least  live  members,  and  to  have 
reported  such  alteration  to  be  necessary. 

Voted  unanimously,  and  agreed  to  at  a  Quarter- 
ly Meeting  at  the  Mason's  Hall,  in  the  town  of 
Halifax,  in  the  Province  of  Nova-Scotia,  the 
seventh  day  of  November,  in  the  Year  of  Our 
Lord  One  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  Forty- 
Three.

To  prevent  the  names  of  persons  proposed,  bal- 
loted for,  and  elected  members,  who  after  due 
notice  of  the  same,  fail  to  comply  with  the  Rules 
of  the  Society,  from  accumulating  on  the  Due  Roll, 
from  this  date  no  person  be  considered  a  member 
or  entered  on  the  Roll  as  such,  until  the  entrance 
fee  is  paid  and  the  Roll  of  the  Society  signed. 


Passed  1st  Novemher,  1866. 

Any  ordinary  member  over  the  age  of  sixty 
years,  having  paid  into  the  funds  of  the  Society 
for  twenty  years  in  succession,  shall  at  his  own 
request,  be  absolved  from  the  payment  of  Quar- 
terly dues.
